East Palo Alto’s high school 
may be under construction by 
August 1 members of the board 
of trustees of the Sequoia Un- 
ion High School District learn- 
ed at their meeting last night.

inary work on the Folger estate 
and others in the Woodside area, 
suggested that the way things had 
been handled in the past had 
been quite satisfactory. . 

He said that each parcel whether 
1000 acres or 10, should have in- 
dividual study from the stand- 
points of view, accessibility, 
drainage, health standards, street 
patterns, ete. 

“We realize the value of the 
property depends on maintaining 
its rural atmosphere,” was George 
Leonard’s comment, and he pro- 
mised cooperation with the plan- 
ning commission in handling site 
planning with this objective in 
mind. Leonard, who represented 
the present Folger estate owners, 
suggested that the five-acre zon- 
ing plan would work great hard- 
ship on the grandchildren of Ma- 
rie Wunderlich. 

Lebsack agreed, saying that 
“preserving the area in its pre- 
sent state is what makes it sale- 
able.” ’ 

Woodside resident Emilio de 
Jauregui, owner of two acres 
on Tripp road, recalled his child- 
hood in Woodside when the big 
estates were beginning to break 
up and three-acre zoning parcels 
were the rule.

“I would bet my life,” he 
said, “that what is settled here 
in Woodside will be the pattern 
for the balance of the hillside.”

projects that will go to make the 
county health and welfare depart- 
ment even bigger and more cost- 
ly to the taxpayers. 

The county manager didn’t talk 
in dollar figures, but His sugges- 
tions of things to come indicate 
they will entail quite a construc- 
tion program. 

He suggests a plan for two stor- 
ies for the recently completed 
new Community Hospital. He talks 
of a nursing home hospital at Cry- 
stal Springs, now housing TB pa- 
tients. 

Stallings said the 1956-57 bud- 
get for the nursing home load was 
$272,000, which fell short by $25,- 
000. The budget for next year is 
pegged at $368,000 and Stallings 
admits this will not be enough to 
do the job. 

The ever-increasing tax load 
of the county health and wel- 
fare department has not only 
worried the taxpayers, but the 
county officials as well. 

These two functions of county 
government take over half of the 
$21 million county budget and 
this year the figure will jump a 
million over last year. State and 
federal laws being what they are 
to take care of everyone from 
birth to death there doesn’t seem 
to be much anyone can do about 
this heavy load . 

It would be absolutely worth- 
less to call in co-called “experts” 
to survey the setups. Experts seem 
to have a way of finding new ways 
to spend money, not save it. The 
social welfare bureau, for ins- 
tance, works so secretly within it- 
self that few if any other govern- 
ment agencies can touch it. State 
rules, you know. 

HUNT FOR $150,000 

It was quite interesting to note 
that the House hearings this week 
called one of San Mateo county’s 
social workers to testify as to his 
affiliations, if any, with Commun- 
ist blocs. He refused to answer, 
invoking the fifth amendment, 
etc. We wonder what, if any, this 
action will have on his job here. 
None would be our guess. . 

The supervisors will likely be 
getting a proposed building pro- 

gram for the nursing home 
needs hefore too long if Stal- 
lings carries out his suggestions. 
But that isn’t the only headache 
the board must face. 

The big headache now is to find 
$150,000 to meet the costs of the 
new fourth floor jail in the new 
hall of justice. Someone “goofed” 
on the preliminary estimates just 
|as they did on the original build- 
ing plans. It is likely the super- 
| visors will find the extra cash in 
|the new budget to go ahead with 
the job. And probaby none too 
soon. ; 

The present county jail, outdat- 
ed and run down, is continually 


; overcrowded and only this week 
}a group of inmates went “stir cra- 


zy” due to crowded conditions — 
or was it just a plain case of want- 


|ing to make trouble? At any rate 


that new jail is needed badly and 
the supervisors must go ahead 
with the work. Any likelihood that 
lower bids would be received by 
calling for new figures was 
thorwn out when the original bids 
all came within a few hundreds 
of each other. 

OTHER HEADACHES 

Money problems aren’t the.. 
board of supervisors’ only head- 
ache. At an all-day session this 
week the disagreeable arguments 
over charges against the county 
agricultural commissioner and a 
member of the planning commis- 
sion were aired. 

The case against Ag Chief Max 
Leonard as brought out by the 
county grand jury was aired thor- 
oughly and several of the depart- 
ment men were questioned. While 
the grand jury has made a nasty 
“stink” over a small affair the 
board must act and it is anyone’s 


| guess as to the outcome. We won’t 


believe that the board will be 
very harsh on one of the county’s 
{most liked and dependable offi- 
i cials. 

The matter of a Coastside 
member of the planning com- 
miission using his county post to 
further his: own interests was 
brought into the open by an- 
other member of the commis- 
sion.
